(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

Conflicting evidence was given at the trial, 
which opened yesterday, of Christina Russell, 
Kilreask Bridge, St. Margaret’s, Co. Dublin, 
on the charge of murdering her unnamed 
male infant on the 6th September last. 

Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Charles Casey (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), prosecuted, said that there was no 
doubt that the accused woman gave birth to 
a male child in the South Du blin Union on 
August 17th, and that the child was re- 
gistered by her in the name of her married 
brother. The prisoner’s story vas that she 
left, the. Union with her baby on September 
5th, and that she met a girl friend named 
Lily Parkinson, to whom she gave the baby. 

he also stated that she Fearn, hind the next 
day without the baby, and that when she 
arrived home her mother. asked her where 
the baby was, and she replied that she had 
left it in a home. 


ISSUE OF CLOTHING, 

Mrs. Kelly, wardmistress in the Dublin 
Union, gave evidence: of issuing infant's 
clothes to Christina Russell for her child on 
September 5. 

It was stated that, according to the super- 
intendent and the Guards, the only garment 
shown to Mrs. Kelly at ‘Kilmainham Court 
was a napkin, which, she said, had not been 
issued to the prisoner, although it was Union 
property, but the witness said that she had 
no doubt that she saw other articles which 
had been issued to the prisoner on the table 
in the Courthouse. 

The witness added that a girl named Lily 
Parkinson had been in the Union about the 
same time, but there was no record of baby 
clothes having been issued to her. 

A BABY’'S CRIES. 

Thomas Bosheli, a farm labourer, employed 
by Mr. Duke, St. Margaret's, said ‘that when 
returning home on September 6, with a pair 
of horses, he saw a woman in a field near 
Kilreask. Bridge. As he passed. he heard a 
baby crying. He went on to the farmyard, 
unyoked the horses and put them out in a 
field. He then saw a woman standing on a 
mound on the side of the road, near the 
bridge. About half-an-hour afterwards a 
woman, who appeared to be the woman whom 
he had seen earlier, passed his house, carry- 
ing a brown parcel, but she had then no 
baby. Half-an-hour later he went to where 
he saw the woman first, but saw nothing. 
Later, with another boy, he searched the 
place whore he saw the woman standing on 
a mound, and saw the body of a child in 
eighteen inches of water. 

Sergeant Reardon, Finglas, said that the 
body was wrapped in the cloth identified by 
Mrs. Kelly as being the property of the 
Union. There was no other clothing on the 
body, and no other clothes’ were produced 
at Kilmainham Courthouse when the case 
was before the Justice. 

DOCTORS DISAGREE. 

Dr. J. Power said that ‘as a result of a 
post-mortem examination he formed the con- 
clusion that the baby was stili-born. 

Replying to Mr. Harrison, the witness said 
that there was absloutely no sign of .drown- 
ing. There was no mark. on the body to 
show that the child had come by a violent 
death. There was no sign of putrefaction. 
Everything pointed to a still-born baby. 

eve was no trace of food in the stomach. 

Dr. John McGrath, pathologist, said that 
he examined the body five cok after Dr. 
Power had examined it. He came to the 
conclusion that the child had been born alive, 
and had lived for a period certainly over 
three days, and up to twelve days. e had 
formed no opinion as to the cause of death. 

Replying to Mr. Kelly, the witness said 
that the condition of the body was constitent 
with the child having lived up to nineteen 
days, There were no indications that food 
had been taken.

American Roads. 


- 


A friend who has been travelline in the 
South and West of the United States tells 
me that he was much impressed by the 
modern American roads. All the new 
roads have margins about eight feet wide, 
covered with gravel and soil, on which 
cars can pull up for repairs or any other 
purpose. No matter how wide the road 
may be, it is provided with a margin, so 
thut its rormal width may not be reduced 
by cars at a stand-still. Some of the main 
roads are divided for théir entire length 
by three white lines into four tracks, of 
which the inner two are used only when 
bas out to pass a slower vehicle. The 
ificulty of passing from subsidiary roads 
into main roads is solved by making the 
main road ‘dominant.’ Wherever a 
subsidiary road joins a dominant road 
there is a “ Stop ” sign, and no matter 
whether the driver can see the main road 
clear or not, he must stop for about one 
second before turning into it. These rules 
work very well, accidents being compara- 
tively rare, although speeds are high.

Pin Money. 


Until near the end of the fourteenth 
century ladies were in the habit of using 
wooden ‘skewers instead of fiins, which 
latter were brought from France in 1540.

The reason for this lation was that 
women, delighted with the novelty and 
usefulness of ths pins, spent money in- 
tended for household purposes to secure 
them, and they were extremely expensive.

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DUBLIN'S SLUM PEOBLEM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—Is it not time to begin a definite 

campaign for the solution of the slum* 
roblems? It is possible to raise the slums 

a high level of existence by heroic en- 

deavour and great acts of faith. I make a 
proposition as to the method. ;. The most | 
urgent need is in regard to the ‘‘condemned”’ 
houses in Dublin. The Corporation has 
undertaken to find out the exact number of 
**condemned’’ houses and the area and 
situation of derelict sites in the city. It is 

ssible to build. flats on the derelict sites 
or the housing of the tenants in the ‘‘ con- 
demned’’ houses, which would be pulled 
down according as accommodation was pro- 
vided for the tenants. 

The tenants in these houses are of the 
poorest class and least able to help them- 
selves. They could not afford to pay rent 
for houses or to keep them suitably. The 
casual work which they obtain requires that 
they should’ be in the centre of radical 
communications to make it possible for them 
to reach work at the minimum expense, 
organisations concerned chiefly with this class 
of tenant are the Artisans’ Dwellings Com- 
pany, the Corporation and the Association 
or the Housing of the Very Foor. The 


Artisans’ Dwellings Company can only deal 


with economic tenants who can pay an 
economic rent, and a number of such tenants 
are in the ‘‘condemned’’ dwell@gs. The 
Corporation 1s the head authority,"in alliance 
with which all other bodies should work, and 
the Association for the Housing of the Very 
Poor is mainly concerned with these poor 
people, and is a suitable agency for charitable 
gifts and for voluntary help. 

As regards finance, all must help. I suggest 
that the State must supply a grant; the 
workers ih the scheme could concede a lower 
rate of wage; the owners of sites and houses 
should accede to the valpa of an 
arbitrator. All this involves a large act of 
faith, as well as State provision, and an 
to 
employ the workers living in the ‘“‘ cgn- 
demned ' houses, as far as pgssible, in the 
erection of the flats and house It is use- 
less to expect the scheme to’ succeed if rents 
are much beyond the level of what they 
now pay. When the figures are available 
from the Corporation I shall again set forth 
estimates, and propose that definite efforts 
be made in co-operation with the Corporation. 
Meanwhile, I would like to hear from owners 
of ‘‘condemned’’ houses in the City of 
— if they would be willing to surrender 

em. 

I believe that Mercer House has been a 
great social success in rehonsing tenants of 
‘‘ condemned ** dwellings. The buildings of 
the Iveagh Trust are much valued’ by the 
families inhabiting them, and my personal 
experience of the Jats of the Artisans’ 
Dwellings Company: and of those of the 
Association for the Housing of the Very 
Poor is that. they fulfil a needful function 
for a large number of the workers of the 
city. After the ‘‘ condemned”’ houses have 
been dealt with the next most urgent types 
will be investigated, while building will ‘still 
continue for economic tenants. I earnestly 
ask ' owners of “‘condemned” dwellings in 
the city to let me know of them. Some wrote 
to me before? and I was unable to go ahead 
with their offers.—Yours, etc..,

In order to secure 
such support he is prepared to go much 
further towards electoral reform than he 
had intended previously. In the circum- 
stances it is probable that the Govern- 
ment will be able to make headway with 
the Trades Disputes Act Amendment Bill, 
which is regarded in trade union circles 
as urgent. Whether- the Liberals will 
what they regard as a 
nauseous measure remains to be seen, but 
to-day more than one member of the party 
maintained that the bill would not receive 
Liberal support unless if was more 
innocuous than it appeared to be at 
present. 


| Conservative Prospects. 


In Conservative circles, despite the 
arrangement between the Government and 
the Liberals, there is a pronounced feel- 
ing that a general election cannot’ be 
delayed very long, when the party will 
return to power with a sufficient majority 
to enable them to form a Government. 
After the meeting of the Unionist Associa- 
tions yesterday there was an attempt at 
“ Cabinet-making’”® among the “ young 
hopefuls’? at Westminster to-day; but 
this, of course, was not particularly 
serious. I understand, however, that, if 
the Conservatives return to power after 
the next general election, the composition 
of the Cabinet wil] be materially different 
from that of the last Conservative “Ad- 
ministration, and that there is a distinct 
possibility that much new blood will be 
introduced. A very well-known City man, 
for instance, will he invited to preside 
over the Exchequer: but. if he consents. 
it will be at the call of patriotism, since 
such an appointment will mean a big 
financial loss. If rumour is correct, the 
next Foreign Minister will be one of the 
youngest members of the former Ad- 
ministration ; but few people are inclined 
to believe that Sir Austen Chamberlain 
will: be superseded.

OPPOSITION SUGGESTIONS.

Mr. Finlay, K.C., for the minor plaintiffs. 
concurred with Mr. Lavery. With regard 
to the question of liability he pointed out 
that. not one of the five minor plaintiffs 
would have an opportunity of cross-examining 
the witnesses for the defendant company, if 
the order were upheld. 

A “ CONSOLIDATION ORDER.” 

Mr, Fitzgibbon, K.C., for the defendants. 
opposing the appeal, said that there was no 
real substance in the complaint that the 
judge’s order would jeopardise the trial of 
the actions. In this country they did not. 
'' consolidate ’’ in reality, they simply ordered 
the cases to be tried together. He submitted 
that the order made was the sort of consolida- 
tion order ben made in this countrv, and 
that there could be no injustice done in 
compelling all the parties concerned to be 
bound by it. 

Mr. Walker, on the same side, said that 
this order was made after very careful cun- 
sideration, and similar orders had been made 
in these courts for the last thirty years, the 
effect of it being to prevent the hearing 
separately of a multiplicity of actions. 

Mr. Fitagerald, K.C., for James Wright, 
one of the other plaintiffs, also expressed 
his approval of the order under the circum- 
stances. 

Mr. Lavery, replying, again pointed out 
that nothing had been Ps by the other 
plaintiffs until Malone’s action was set down 
for trial. 

A fter some consultation, 

The Court allowed the trial of the actions 
of Malone and Wright to proceed, and dis. 
charged the order appealed from to that 
extent, allowing the plaintiff’s costs in the 
Supreme Court and in the Court below.

It was further agreed that the costs of 
both parties of and incidental to this special 
case, and the hearing thereof and order 
thereon, should be costs in the action and 
abide the evant. 

AN AMERICAN ACT. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, in the course of his 
judgment, dealing with the first question, 
said that, even in the absence of negligence 
on. the part of the defendanis, they would 
‘clearly be liable for the damage that was 
caused to the goods were it not that in the 
bill of jading there was a clause which 
exempted them from liability for loss or 
damage resuiting from a number of causes, 
including vermin, except when caused by 
negligenct on the part of the vessel. 
Whether this protected the defendants or 
not, however, depended, first of all, upon 
whether or not it was valid, having regard 
to. the provisions of an American Act, com- 
monly known as the Harier Act, 1883, which 
was incorporated into the bill of lading by 
virtue of Section 1 of that Act 

The clause mentioned must be treated as 
null and void if its effect would be to relieve 
the defendants from liability for loss or 
damage arising from negligence, fault, or 
failure in proper loading, stowage, custody, 
care, or proper delivery of any and all law- 
ful mechanism or property “committed to 
their care. It was clear that the clause 
would be valid if, instead of simply saying

of the late Dr. John Ferdinand Taaffe. 62 
Waterloo road, Dublin, dated December 12th. 
1910. The plaintiff, the widow of the 
deceased man, also sought to have it declared 
that probate of a will of February, 1916, 
which had been granted in April, 1930, to 
Mr. E. E. Merrick, a Dublin solicitor and one 
of the defendants, should be recalled, on the 
ground that it was null and void, having re- 
gard to the circumstances in which it was 
alleged that the will had been executed. 

r. Merrick, with whom Miss Beatrice 
Ryley, a relative and a beneficiary under the 
will of 1916, and Sir William de Courcev 
Wheeler, an executor in a will of Dr. Taaffe 
of 1919, were named as defendanis in the 
proceedings, opposed the will of 1910 in his 
defence, and asked that the will of 1916. 
probate of which had been granted to him, 
should be allowed to stand as the last will oí 
the testator, the value of whose assets 
estimated at £3,090.

2» other words, the clauses differed 
aid bé ii The “ vermin ” clause was the 
more generous in that it spoke of negligence 
canicelly, whereas in Section I. the negli- 
ence was limited to negligence in proper 
oading, stowage, etc. Hence, what they had 
Was overlapping definitions of exemption. 
Therefore, what had been called the 
‘vermin’ clause attempted to exempt the 
defendants from liability in certain cases In 
which exemption was prohibited by the 
Harter Act. | 
Was the clause, then, wholly null and void, 
or was it only null and void e tanto? To 
suggest that it was only null and void pro 
‘tanto was the same as to say that the addi. 
tional words “ fault or failure,” etc., could 
‘be read into the clause from Section I. of 
the Harter Act, and that the clause could 
be allowed to stand with this restriction of 
its scope. But if the additional words could 
be read in, then. their whole exception could 
have been read in if the words ‘except 
“when caused-by negligence on the part of the 
vessel” had been altogether omitted. . 

Probably it would be pessibie to do this 

if they were dealing with a clause drafted 
in the form: “ Nothing hereinbefore con- 
‘tained | shall be deemed to exempt from 
liability,”’ ete. But they were not dealing 
with a clause drafted on those lines, Here 
the words were: “ Any and all words or 
clauses of such import inserted in bills of 
lading or shipping receipts shall be null and 
yoid’’ and of no effect.

THE SECOND QUESTION. 
Dealiic with the second question, Mr. 
Justice Meredith said that what brought it 
to the fore was Section ó of the Harter Act. 
In the present case no fault or error im 
navigation of the vessel was suggested. On 
the facts as stated, no specific fault or error, 
even in the stowage, was alleged, unless the
